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Vermont's Opinion on K-12 Education and School Choice 



Executive Summary 

This statistically representative sample of 1,200 likely Vermont voters illustrates public opinion on a wide range 
of K-12 education issues. The underlying theme of the Friedman Foundation’s Survey in the State series is to measure 
voter attitudes toward public institutions, leaders, innovative ideas, and the state’s K-12 education system. 

Engaged citizens have shared with us their views about “school choice” in the form of school vouchers, tax- 
credit scholarships, charter schools and virtual schools. Vermont is the ninth state to be surveyed in our series 
since the launch in December 2007. 

This survey shows a striking contrast between public opinion and public reality. Responses indicate a wide 
disconnect between individual schooling preferences and actual school enrollments. Forty-four percent of Vermont 
parents said they would like to send their child to a private school; however in reality, approximately 8 percent 
of Vermont’s K-12 students attend private schools. Twenty-five percent of Vermont parents said they would like 
to send their child to a charter school. As of this school year, Vermont has no charter school law. Twelve percent 
of Vermont parents said they would choose a regular public school for their child. Approximately 92 percent 
of Vermont’s K-12 students attend regular public schools. 1 As we survey one state to the next, we continue to 
see this stark implication that states do not have sufficient school choice systems in place to match parents’ 
schooling preferences. 

A total of 1,200 phone interviews were conducted by Strategic Vision between October 17 and 19, 2008. The 
margin of error for the full sample of likely voters is ± 3 percentage points; the margin of error is higher when 
considering the number of respondents for a given demographic subgroup. 

Key findings include: 



| Vermont's Democrats (D), Republicans (R), and Independents (I) find common ground on school choice topics and 
issues. Voters who identify themselves differently in terms of political affiliation are likely to share common 
views on school choice policies. High levels of support exist for town tuitioning (D: 65 percent I R: 64 percent 
I I: 62 percent), school vouchers (D: 62 percent I R: 59 percent I I: 57 percent), tax-credit scholarships (D: 54 
percent I R: 53 percent 1 1: 50 percent), and charter schools (D: 62 percent I R: 59 percent 1 1: 60 percent). 

■ Forty-four percent of voters rate Vermont's public school system as "good" or "excellent." We consistently see this 
middling figure across the states. Recent state surveys using the same question indicate modest satisfaction 
levels with state public school systems. We have not yet seen a satisfaction rate greater than 50 percent. 

■ Vermonters are content with current levels of public school funding. Two out of three voters (66 percent) say 

Vermont’s level of public school funding is either “about right” or “too high.” At least 76 percent of the survey’s 
respondents underestimate the actual per-pupil funding in Vermont public schools ($13,604). The previously 
mentioned 66 percent figure is likely a restrained estimate. 

H Nearly half of Vermont voters (47 percent) say "lack of accountability" is the biggest challenge confronting Vermont's 
public school system. Nearly a third of voters (31 percent) say poor student discipline and school safety are 
major issues. 
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■ Nearly nine out of ten Vermonters (89 percent) prefer choosing a school for their child among options that include 
private schools, charter schools, virtual schools, and homeschooling. There is a consensus for a range of schooling 
options. This high figure is consistent with what we have learned from previous state surveys asking the 
same question, most recently in Oregon (87 percent), Montana (90 percent), Maryland (82 percent), and 
Oklahoma (83 percent). 

■ Vermont voters value private schools. When asked “what type of school would you select in order to obtain the 
best education for your child,” 44 percent of respondents selected private schools. This finding is consistent 
with other recent state surveys: Oregon (44 percent), Montana (38 percent), Maryland (45 percent), and 
Oklahoma (41 percent). 

■ Nearly two out of three voters (64 percent) support Vermont's longstanding town tuitioning system. It is also 
interesting to note the intensity of those who favor town tuitioning versus those who oppose the policy - 
Vermonters who “strongly favor” outnumber those who “strongly oppose” by a more than four-to-one margin 
(27 percent vs. 6 percent, respectively). 



■ Vermonters show potential demand for new school models like charter schools and virtual schools. Survey results 
show 61 percent of voters are favorable to charter schools, and 44 percent are favorable to virtual schools. Both 
of these findings are also moderate to high for K-12 parents and across family income groups. 

■ About half of Vermonters favor a tax-credit scholarship system. When asked if a proposal were to be made 
in Vermont to create a tax-credit scholarship system, 52 percent of respondents say they favor a scholarship 
system funded by individual and business charitable donations. The results indicate significantly more 
support for universal eligibility of tax-credit scholarships versus financial need-based scholarships. (58 
percent vs. 43 percent, respectively) This is true regardless of respondents’ income levels. For example, 
Vermonters withhousehold incomes under $25,000 agreed with universal eligibility compared to financial 
need-based eligibility, 53 percent to 36 percent. 



H Fifty-nine percent of Vermont's likely voters support school vouchers. Nearly three of five voters say 

they are favorable toward a school voucher approach for helping families pay for their child’s school 
tuition. There is a contrast in the intensity of those who favor school vouchers versus those who oppose 
such policy— Vermonters who “strongly favor” outnumber those who “strongly oppose” by a more than 
two-to-one margin (32 percent vs. 13 percent, respectively).

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Methodology 

This survey provides a statistical representation of the views of likely voters in Vermont. We obtained 
a total of 1,200 completed interviews. The sample’s statistical significance and probability is sufficient for 
assessment and decision-making purposes. The statistical margin of error at the conventional 95 percent 
confidence level is ± 3 percentage points. 

Strategic Vision conducted phone interviews using a random sample of registered Vermont voters from 
its call center. Random Digit Dial samples were produced by Survey Sampling International (SSI) using a 
sampling frame that includes all active telephone area codes and exchanges in the United States. 

SSI starts with a database of all listed telephone numbers, updated on a four- to six-week rolling basis, 
25 percent of listings at a time. All active blocks— contiguous groups of 100 phone numbers for which more 
than one residential number is listed— are added to this database. Blocks and exchanges that include only 
listed business numbers are excluded. 

Strategic Vision’s live callers conducted all phone interviews from October 17 to 19, 2008. A total of 
3,136 calls were made in Vermont. Of these calls 213 were disconnected, non-residential, or non-answers; 
1,112 were refusals; 439 did not qualify as likely voters; 172 did not complete the survey. The response rate 
for this survey was 48.3%. 

Screening questions were used to determine past voting behavior and likely voting in 2008. Respondents 
were asked whether they had voted in the 2006 election and were planning to vote in the next election in 
2008. Respondents who satisfied both these criteria were classified as “likely voters” and were included in 
the survey. Respondents who either did not vote in 2006 or were not likely to vote in the next election were 
not included.
